A 
special  thanks  is  obviously  due  to  the  scores  of  people  who  had 
a  hand  in  preparing  the  well  run  schedule,  but  of  special  note 
was  the  extreme  amount  of  work  done  by  Gelvin  Leeper ,  Lawrence 
Lindgren  and  Emil  Mares.  Anyone  who  has  ever  put  together  a 
show,  no  matter  how  small,  could  not  help  to  be  impressed  with 
how  smoothly  things  went... a  sure  sign  of  advance  planning.  Of 
course  the  show  is  now  past  history  and  we  are  looking  on  to 
Grand  Island  for  the  1972  convention  and  show.  A  profit,  though 
small  was  made  so  we  can  be  proud  of  the  show  this  year  and  look 
forward  to  another  fine  one  next  year.  As  ususal  the  press  was 
in  evidence  with  two  men  from  Numismatic  News  were  on  hand  for 
both  days.  We  were  impress  with  both  chaps  and  trust  they  had 
as  good  a  time  as  we  did  in  hosting  them.  Thanks  to  Cliff  Mishler 
for  his  usual  excellent  pre-show  and  post-show  coverage  which 
help  to  make  any  good  show  a  sucess.

Before  you  could  actually  get  into  the  bourse  area  you  were 
greeted  by  Emil  Mares,  Mrs.  Mares  and  Mrs.  Cloyd  Callaway  or 
one  of  scores  of  others  manning  the  registration  table.  In 
all  just  under  100  persons  paid  $1.00  for  patron  registrations 
with  the  balance  of  the  thousands  attending  being  admitted 
free  of  charge.  This  was  the  place  for  banquet  tickets,  meet¬ 
ing  friends  and  buying  raffle  tickets  and  as  such  a  very  busy 
spot  both  days. 


Mr.  Ralph  "Curly"  Mitchell  and  his  wife  were  on  hand  in  rooms 
114  and  113  as  western  United  States  representatives  of  the 
Franklin  Mint.  Room  113  was  used  to  show  the  excellent  film 
produced  by  the  private  mint  to  demonstrate  how  medals  are 
conceived,  produced  and  marketed.  Shown  above  in  114  is  Jim 
Cotton  examining  a  set  of  medals  commemorating  cars  of  the 
past  with  the  entire  program  being  explained  by  "Curly.” 

This  display  was  one  of  the  best  attended  exhibits  of  the 
show  with  hundreds  of  people  watching  the  film. 
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At  the  annual  business  meeting  held  Saturday  afternoon  it  was 
announced  that  all  of  the  second  vice-presidential  cantidates 
had  withdrawn  with  the  executive  board  appointing  Elmer  G.

Just  before  the  banquet  Ralph  "Curly"  Mitchell  of  the  Franklin 
Mint  presented  Jim  McKee  with  three  items  from  the  "mint"  for 
use  as  door  prizes  and  a  set  of  12  zodiac  medals  stuck  in  Proof 
as  a  raffle  item.  The  12  medals  are  extremely  scarce  as  none 
were  ever  made  for  sale,  rather  all  were  prepared  for  presen¬ 
tations  to  dignitaries,  representatives  and  senators.  $100.50 
was  received  for  raffle  tickets  on  Sunday  which  were  sold  for 
50C  each  or  three  for  a  dollar.  The  winner  was  Tom  Cole  of 
Lincoln  whose  name  was  drawn  at  2:00  P.M.  on  Sunday  afternoon. 
The  Association  is  naturally  extremely  grateful  to  the  mint  and 
Mr.  Mitchell  for  this  item,  which,  in  the  long  run,  made  the 
difference  between  a  profitable  and  a  loss  for  the  show.

On  Sunday  afternoon  KETV  channel  7  announcer  Lee  Terry  and 
crew  were  on  hand  to  film  the  exhibit  area.  Most  of  the  fil  ia 
as  used  that  evening  on  the  10:30  news  was  featuring  Tom  Cole 
and  his  display  of  fractional  notes  and  U.S.  Fractional  curr¬ 
ency  shield.  Tom  is  here  shown  pointing  out  the  two  varities 
of  the  extremely  rare  15C  Grant-Sherman  note  depicted  on  the 
shield. 

Sunday  was  the  big  day  for  bourse  activity  as  shown  by  this 
view  of  the  north  half  of  the  room.  Some  dealers  reported 
that  although  traffic  was  a  bit  slower  on  Saturday  they  had 
better  business  and  less  lookers.  At  any  rate  all  dealers 
were  pleased  with  the  business  and  turn  out... the  one  real 
test  of  a  show's  sucess. 


At  the  close  of  the  1959  the  Lincoln  Centennial  Commission 
turned  over  the  balance  of  their  stock  of  tokens  illustrated 
above  to  the  State  Historical  Society  for  sale.  A  similar 
gesture  was  made  by  the  State  Historical  Society  in  1968 
with  the  serially  numbered  sterling  silver  and  gold-tone 
tokens.  The  sale  of  these  medals  enables  the  society  to 
increase  their  funds  for  purchase  of  related  materials  and 
staff  work.  The  medals  are  available  at  $1.00  each  for  the 
state  medals  (illustrated  at  left);  50C  each  for  the  Lincoln 
tokens  (illustrated  at  right);  and  $11.00  each  for  the  silver 
statehood  centennial  piece.  The  silver  medals  will  be  regis¬ 
tered  in  your  name  at  the  society.  All  orders  or  questions 
regarding  medal  sales  should  be  directed  to:  Sales  Desk, 
State  Historical  Society,  15th  and  "R"  Streets,  Lincoln, 
Nebraska  68508.

Pictured  above  are  two  new  items  from  ANCO.  The  fifth  edition  of 
the  Major  Variety  and  Oddity  Guide  of  U.S.  Coins  by  Frank  Spadone, 
an  acknowledged  authority  on  the  subject.  The  handy  guide  is  in 
paperback,  is  liberally  illustrated,  has  128  pages  and  is  priced 
at  $2.50.  All  varities  from  half  cents  through  gold  are  provided 
with  lists,  valuations,  numbers  and  estimates  of  quantities.  Also 
pictured  is  a  copy  of  the  4th  edition  of  "Detecting  Altered  Coins" 
by  Bert  Harsche.  The  40  page  volume  is  priced  at  $1.  This 
liberally  illustrated  book  tells  the  collector  in  both  words  and 
pictures,  how  to  detect  the  frequently  altered  U.S.  coins  from 
half  cents  through  gold.  An  entirely  new  7  page  section  has  been 
added  covering  the  silver  dollar  varities.  Also  discussed  are 
alterations  achieved  by  removing  metal,  shaving  mint  marks,  split¬ 
ting  coins,  punching,  soldering  or  gluing  of  mint  marks,  the  use 
of  acid  and  the  pdishing  of  uncirculated  coins  to  resemble  proofs.
